A new Anglo-Japanese trade 


- arrangement covering the one 


year period from October 1956 
to September 1957 was signed in 
London early Wednesday morn- 
ing (Tokyo time) after five 
months of talks which began 
last October, the Foreign Office 


Japanese Ambassador to Lon- 
don Haruhiko Nishi signed the 
arrangement for the Japanese 
Government and Minister of 
State David Ormsby-Gore, for 
the British Government. — 

The new arrangement envi- 
sages an increase of £ 23,600,000 
in Japan’s exports to Britain 
and its colonies and an increase 
of £4,000,000 in Japan’s imports 
from them. 

Regarding the balance of pay- 
ments including trade with self- 
governing dominions, Japan is 
expected to have an unfavorable 
balance aggregating some £30,- 
000,000. 

it ‘was believed however, that 


_ the nation’s exports and imports 


with Britain will exceed the’ 
levels stipulated in the arrange- 
ment. The volume of imports 
from Britain will especially go 
far beyond the prearranged 
framework. 

Japan obtained British conces- 
sions for (1) adding 600 new 
items to the list of exports 
under the open general license 
system, :including frozen fish, 
whale meat and fruits, cultured 

aris, ivory products, ball- 

arings, vinegar and mica; (2) 
adding whale oil to the list of 
exports under the opese indivi- 
dual license system; (3) fixing 
of new import quotas for Japa- 
nese canned tuna and sardine, 
plastics, cameras, and artificial 
flowers, and, (4) increasing the 
amount of exports of canned 
sardine, peaches, and loquats, as 
well as cultured pearls. 


Japan, on the other hand, 
promised (1) to import new 
trucks, dump trucks, malt, fork 
lifts, and glass for automobiles, 
and, (2). increase the import 
quotas for acetone, paints and 


~“-eolors, sports supplies, poplin 


cloth and canned soup. 
Meanwhile, the Japanese Govy- 
ernment intends to continue 
negotiations to seek extension 
of the payments agreement 


which expires end of March, 


However, the British Govern- 
ment insists on junking the 
agreement. Britain avers that 
no similar agreement exists with 
any other nation, and that the 
agreement has already outlived 
its necessity. 


Foreign Office sources gave 
the following reasons why the 
Anglo-Japanese negotiations took 
as long as five months to reach 
agreement. : 

1. The Franco-British inva- 
sion of Suez last October caused 
a drastic change in the British 


position. 

2. Japan resorted to caution 
in the talks in consideration of 
possible effects of the new agree- 
ment on future trade negotia- 
tions with West Germany, 
Sweden and Italy.

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Glacier Loads

MELBOURNE, Feb. 26 (AP) 
—The U.S. icebreaker Glacier is 
in Melbourne taking on 600,000 
gallons of fuel oil in preparation 
for a rescue dash to the icebound 
Japanese icebreaker Soya in the

The Glacier, her hull scratch- 
ed and rusty from five months 
in the Antarctic berthed at Mel- 
bourne Tuesday and 10 minutes 
later the fuel pipe was aboard.

The Soviet icebreaker Obi has 
agreed to come to the rescue of 
the ice-trapped Soya of the Japa- 
nese Antarctic expedition, Soya 
skipper Manji Matsumoto said 
in his latest report to the Mari- 
time Safety Agency Tuesday 
evening. 

The 12,840-ton Obi is expected 
to reach the Soya around 2 p.m. 
Wednesday local time (8 p.m. 
Wednesday JST). 

MSA authorities said that a 
request for rescuc operations 
was Officially made through the 
Soviet Embassy in Tokyo Tues- 
day. 

The Obi had been on its way 
back to Cape Town after engag- 
ing in the construction. of a So- 
viet Antarctic base in Mirny on 
the Queen Mary Coast. 

The Obi was 500 nautical miles | 
from the Soya on Sunday. 

Constructed in 1954, the Obi 
is the largest icebreaker in the 
world. 

Powered by a 22,000-h.p. diesel

Off to 


The “Guttorm Viking,” 
dinavian Airlines System’s his- 
tory-making DC-7C, which ar- 
rived at Haneda early Tuesday 
morning on the world’s first 
Europe-Asia scheduled passenger 
flight over the North Pole, took 
off from the same airport at 2:51 
p.m. Tuesday to continue on, its 
record-seeking round-the-world 
flight back to Copenhagen via 
the Middie East and souther 
Europe. 

The DC-7C is scheduled to ar- 
rive in Copenhagen at 3:30 p.m. 
Thursday (JST)...Scheduled fiy- 
ing time for the complete trip, 
including the flight from Copen- 
hagen to Tokyo over the “Polar 
Shortcut” is 80 hours. 

It will be. the first, and the 
fastest, round-the-world flight 
over regularly scheduled afir- 
line routes without a change 
of aircraft. Scheduled stops 
are Manila, Bangkok, Karachi, 
Athens, Rome, Geneva, Frank- 
furt and Copenhagen. 

Twenty-two passengers were 
aboard when the four-engined 
350-MPH airliner left Tokyo. 

The DC-7C airliner, carrying 
47 passengers and a crew of 10 
had landed at Tokyo Inter- 
national Airport at 8:12 a.m. 
Tuesday in its historic inaugu- 
ral flight between. Europe and 
the Orient via the North Pole. 

Elaborate ceremonies greeted 
the arrival of the silver-colored 
plane. The star-studded passen- 
ger list included among others, 
Prince Axel of Denmark, Prime 
Minister H. C. Hansen of Den- 
mark, Foreign Minister Halvard 
Lange of Norway, Cabinet Min- 
ister Ingvard Lindell of Sweden, 
Maj.

12 Sentenced 
To Death for 
Plot in Syria 


DAMASCUS, Feb. 26 (AP)—A 
three-man court-martial Tuesday 
sentenced 11 Syrians and one 
Lebanese to death after finding 
them guilty of plotting to over- 
throw the present regime in 
Syria at the alleged instigation 


of Britain, France, Iraq and 
Turkey. 
The court also sentenced 


former dictator Adib Shishekly, 
now in France, to hard labor 
for life after convicting him of 
complicity in the plot. Former 
Cabinet Minister Munir Sjlani 
was convicted on a_ similar 
charge and given 21 years hard 
labor. 

Of the 33 other defendants ac- 
cused of taking part in the plot, 
the court acquitted five and gave 
29 prison terms ranging from 
three months in jail to hard 
labor for life. 

The verdicts cannot be appeal- 
ed under Syria’s emergency 
regulations. 

The verdict climaxed a 48 
day public trial held in the 
Syrian University auditorium. 


Nehru Safe After 
Plane Forced Down 


NEW DELH], Feb. 26 (AP)— 
Indian Premier Nehru calmly 
read U.N. reports as his per- 
sonal plane—with one engine on 
fire—made a forced landing on 
a disused airstrip Tuesday. 

The pilot brought the Soviet- 
built Liyushin-14 down on one 
engine near Raichur. The plane 
was given Nehru by Soviet 
leaders Nikolai Bulganin and 
Nikita Khrushchev.

Britain Tells 
WEU of Plan 
To Cut Army 


LONDON, Feb. 26 (AP)— 
Britain Tuesday told six uneasy 
European allies details.of her 
plan to slash her military forces 
in Western Europe. 


Foreign Secretary Selwyn 
Lloyd presented the rétrench- 
ment program immediately after 
the opening of a foreign minis- 
ters’ meeting of the Western 
European Union (WEU). 

The other members of WEU 
are West Germany, France, 
Italy, the Netherlands, Belgium 
and age aa 

WEU is the organization 
whereby West Germany was 
brought into the Western 
defense system two years ago. 

At that time Britain—in an 
effort to counter French fears of 
a resurgent Germany—pledged 
to keep four divisions and a 
tactical air-force stationed on the 
European mainland. 

Details of Britain’s plan to cut 
her troops in West Germany are 
still a closely guarded secret. 

But reports have placed the 
reduction at 30,000 from. the 
present 80,000 men. 

To ease the worry of the other 
WEU members that British cuts 
might endanger European de- 
fense against communism, Brit- 
ain reportedly has agreed to 
delay the reduction until the end 
of 1957, when the German con- 
tribution will begin to be felt. 

The Government of Prime 
Miniser Macmillan has argued 
that Britain’s shaky economy 
cannot afford the brain of its 
European military commitment. 


Japan Renewing 
Invite to Menzies 


CANBERRA, Feb. 26 (AP)— 
Japan is anxious for Australia 
to buy more Japanese goods, 
Kenzo Matsumura, personal re- 
présentative of Japanese Prime 
Minister Kishi Tuesday told a 
press conference. 

He said if current negotiations 
for a trade treaty are successful, 
the present unfavorable trade 
balance, due to large Japanese 
purchases of Australian wool, 
could be avoided.

KYOTO, Feb. 26 (Kyodo)—

phenol,” was developed from a 
reagent imported to Japan from 
Germany around 1935, 


The late Dr. Naohiko Iizuka, 
professor emeritus of the univ- 
ersity, found that the drug ac- 
tivates metabolism of the human 
body. 

In experiments with over- 
weight persons, the medicine re- 
portedly worked wonders... It 
reduced the fiesh through the 
combustion of accumulated fat. 

After the death of Dr. Iizuka, 
the research work was taken 
over by Dr. Sue Tateishi. Dr. 
Tateishi conducted an extensive 
clinical study of the medicine. 

It has been found that only a 
single dose of three to five 
grams of the medicine a day 
melts away 40 to 80 pounds in 
the period of about a week to 
14% months. 

Recently, a 20-year-old . gir!

Dominican Minister to Japah 


Between North America and 
South America, in the group of 
the Greater Antilles and 
advantageously situated on the 
sea route to the Panama Canal, 


lies the Island of Santo 
Domingo, which was discover 
ed by Christopher Columbus on 


Dec, 5, 1492, and who named 
it “The Hispaniola.” 

Nowadays the island is 
divided into two Independent 
States; the Republic of Haiti on 
the western part, which covers 
one-third of its area, and the 
Dominican Republic, which 
occuples the remaining two- 
thirds, on the eastern side. 

The capital of the Dominican 
Republic was founded on Aug. 
4, 1496, by order of the Grand 
Admiral, and received the name 
of Santo Domingo, recently 
changed to Cludad Trufillo, in 
honor of Generalissimo Rafael

the New World” and from 
where occidental culture irradt- 
ated to the new lands later 
discovered on the American 
continent by the Spanish con- 
querors. :

The proclamation of the 
Dominican Republic as an 
independent and sovereign 
State dates back to Feb, 27, 
1844. Independence lost in 1862 
and regained, in 1865, thanks to 
the indomitable spirit of the 
Dominican people in the fight 
for the survival of their na- 
tionality, Unfortunately, this 
patriotic effort was followed by 
internal struggle for power, 
creating a chaotic situation 
which brought misery, debts 
and social instability. 

Situation Improved 

Happily, with the election of 
Generalissimo Trujillo as Pres- 
ident of the Republic in 1930, 
events turned for the better, 
Generalissimo Trujillo, with 
strong determination and a 
thorough knowledge of the 
capacity of the people, radically 
changed the existing situation, 
establishing a regime of peace 
that the country had never 
known before and formulated 
a program of national recon- 
struction in all respects, 
through which economic inde- 

ndence was finally attained. 

He modified the financial 
aystem and supported whole- 
heartedly adequate laws for the 
promotion of industry and de- 
velopment of agriculture, in 
particular the latter on which 
basically depends the living of 
the Dominican people, thus 
inaugurating an era of pros- 
perity which completely trans- 
formed the socio-political struc- 
ture of the country. 

Stimulus Offered 

These accomplishment and 
many. others later attained by 
the President of the Republic 
now in power, Gen. Hector B. 
Trujillo - Molina, allow the 
Dominican Republic to offer, 
among other ssibilities, res- 
pect for and stimulus to private 
enterprise, national or foreign, 
and ample opportunity for the 
establishment of new industries, 
encouraged by governmental 
franchises, such as exemption 
of duties and taxes, free trans- 
fer of capitals and correspond- 
ing profits, a nondiscriminatory 
policy and a stable currency— 
the parity of which ig the U.8, 
dollar—and further, with the 
protection of a democratic gov- 
ernment which Is decidedly en- 
gaged in a most ambitious plan 
of industrial development and 
social welfare of the nation. 

Under such gratifying condi- 
tions of peace and _ well-being 
the people of the Dominican 
Republic feel proud to foster 
and to deserve the friendship 
and goodwill of the free nations 
of the world, among which 
ranks Japan, whose recent ad- 
mission to the United Nations 
affords her the opportunity to 
exert a greater influence in the 
attainment of the universal 
peace that humanity longs for: 
supreme aspiration of the peo- 
ple who strive for the establish- 
ment of a better world.’

~The Supreme Court ruled 6-3 
Monday that professional foot- 
ball in the U.S. is subject to 
Federal anti-trust laws. 

Both the majority and the 
dissenters questioned whether 
pro baseball should not be put 
in the game class. 

The majority said its dect- 
sion may be “unrealistic, Incon- 
sistent or ilogical”-—since the 
court previously had ruled pro 
baseball to be exempt. 

But the majority said “the 
orderly way to eliminate error 
or discrimination, if any there 
be, is by legislation and not by 
court decision.” 

Justice Clark delivered the 
majority decision, given on an 
appeal by William Radovich, 
onetime football star at the 
University of Southern Califor- 
nia, 

Juatice Harlan wrote a dit 
senting opinion joined by 
Justice Brennan, Justice Frank 
furter also wrote a dissenting 
opinion.

city by 34 per cent by fiscal/|. 


1961 should be carried out, it is 
estimated that the increased 


capacity would still be some 20} 


per cent short of transportation 
requirements because of the ex- 
pansion in prodaction. 

To make up for the shortage, 
the over-all policy calls for con- 
struction of more coastal ships, 
improvement of harbor facilities 
and an increase of trucking 
units. 

The total cost is estimated to 
amount to some ¥134,000 mil- 
lion. 

The over-all policy envisages 
construction by the fiscal year 
1960 to 135,000 dead-weight tons 
of freighters and 9,000 dead- 
weight tons of tankers in addi- 
tion to replacement of super- 
annuated freighters and tank- 
ers totaling 140,000 dead-weight 
tons. 

It also sets the target of in- 
creasing registered trucks by fis- 
cal 1960 at 1,176,000 (indéluding 
1,000,000 small ones) te increase 
the annual truck transportation 
to 850 million tons, As of the 
end of fiscal 1955 there were a 
total of 689,799 trucks which 
included 530,454 small trucks. 


Will Study Revision 


Of Antimonopoly Law 


The Fair Trade Commission 
will shortly set up a special 
committee to study revision of 
the Antimonopoly Law. 

According to Kyodo’s infor- 
mants, the revision will be made 
because many aspects of the 
law are unsuited to present 
economic conditions which have 
undergone changes since 1953 
when the antimonopoly legisla- 
tion was enacted. 

The changing economic con- 
ditions have made it necessary 
for the Government to enact 
such series of separate legisla- 
tion to supersede sections in 
the law that the original Anti- 
monopoly Law will eventually 
be deprived of any legal signi- 
ficance. 

Main features in revising the 
law will be relaxaxtion of some 
of the rigid stipulations in con- 
nection with cartel: organiza- 
tion, merger of enterprises and 
strengthening of rules on con- 
trolling unfair trade practices. 

Also envisioned is reform of 
the structure of the Fair Trade 
Commission as well as a stream- 
lining of procedural matters.

In recent years, some of the 
best analytical surveys of Japa- 
nese industry have come from 
foreign rather than Japanese ex- 
perts. In large part this is the 
result of a national insularity 
which has allowed few Japa- 
nese the chance to observe at 
close range and in detail the 
workings of other industrialized 
economies, from which a more 
penetrating critical comparison 
may be made. 

This is particularly true of 
small business. Most Japanese 
recognize that this important 
sector of industry represents 
the main sore spot in the na- 
tion’s economy—both from a 
management and labor point of 
view. Yet so deeply rooted in 
traditional ways are the weak- 
nesses of small business that 
few Japanese can put their 
fingers on exactly what is 
wrong 
Thoughtful Report 

The American Embassy in 
Tokyo has produced a report 


that is probably the most 
thoughtful diagnosis of small 
business ills. Its author is 


Charles Hatton, who works for 
ICA and who patiently went 
through 63 small Japanese 
plants asking questions and 
watching their operations, 

The report points out ‘that 
there are 428,784 factories in 
Japan hiring less than 300 peo- 
ple and classified as small 
businesses. These employ’ over 
3.8 million workers or 72 per 
cent of all factory employes. 
And they account for 56 per 
cent of national manufacturing 
production. These firms, Hatton 
states, have generally not 
benefited from the current 
wave of business prosperity. 

About half of small business 
output comes under a con- 
tracting and ~ subcontracting 
system “different from anything 
in the West.” Thus, a large 
measure of influence and con- 
trol over small business rests 
in the hands of the large enter- 
prises which give the orders 
for product parts. This system, 
according to the report, can be 
and is highly” exploitative. 
Prices are squeezed from above, 
leading to intense labor use and 
depressed wages. Hatton found 
a number of small textile 
plants which paid %¥5,000 per 
month and visited two mon- 
textile factories where workers 
received ¥3,250. Thousands of 
small marginal firms in Japan 
“provide marginal incomes and 
substandard living for many 


people.”

Small Business Survey 


business methods? The report 
covers a multitude of problems; 
we can highlight only a few. 

Small plant equipment. is 
generally older and of poorer 
quality than in large enter- 
prises. Much equipment is used 
inefficiently, and frequently 
managers buy machinery for 
which they have no full-time 
use. All too often, small plants 
start production without sur- 
veying demand—and in their 
haste to get started they simply 
duplicate another product and 
sometimes even its defects. 
Convinced that price is the only 
really important factor, quality 
is virtually ignored. 


Throughout all Japanese in- 
dustry, management has far too 
little knowledge of actual opera- 
tions. Foremen and _ other 
supervisors lack the wide back- 
ground, authority and initiative 
which they should possess. This 
leads to unnecessary. contro- 
versy and discussion, and far 
more compromise than warrant- 
ed. Personal initiative is clear- 
ly stifled. 


Lack ef Organization 


“This lack of organization,” 
Hatton reports, “is probably 
the greatest single deterrent to 
rapid economic progress...in 
the nation.” 


In small business, the manage- 
ment problem is even more 
acute. There is “too little sense 
of industrial order and under- 
standing of the best use of per- 
sonnel and equipment.” 


Firms that are tied up main- 
ly in subcontract work have lit- 
tle awareness of unit costs or 
their role as a price deter- 
minant. Some are only “vague- 
ly aware that... they are los- 
ing money or their plant and 
equipment are deteriorating” 
but they can’t put their finger 
on the exact trouble. 


Quality Control 


A particularly serious prob- 
lem is. quality control. Small 
plants which subcontract to 
small workshops usually have 
no facilities for testing products. 
Hence, great variations in quali- 
ty are inevitable. 


In commenting on the wage 
problem in small business, Hat- 
ton observes that the minimum 
Wage system, as proposed by 
Sohyo unions, would not ac- 
complish its objective. It would 
“force larger amounts ‘of indus- 
trial production into the home” 
and would lead to a “further 
fragmentation of .small busi- 
ness.” 


Above all, says Hatton, small 


plants need more capital and 


additional technological assist- 
ance. 


Fatigue Factors 


Much more attention, he de- 
clares, must be given to plant 
layout and the flow of materiais. 
With workers often sitting on 
the floor, much unnecessary mo- 
tion is required to move things. 
Improvement of the worker’s 
comfort and lessening fatigue 
factors would make for more 
efficient production. 

The purpose of this com- 
prehensive report is to give ICA 
officials in the technical aid pro- 
gram for Japan a better idea of 
exactly what needs the program 
must serve. 

Specifically, Hatton makes rec- 
ommendations on what Japa- 
nese small industry teanis sent 
to the United States should be 
taught. They include every- 


thing from production flow and 
equipment maintenance to de- 
preciation methods and market- 
ing approaches.

Malaya’s New Constitution

LONDON—The new constitu- 
tional proposals for Malaya are 
the result of deep thought and 
very thorough investigation 
within the country. Lord Reed 
and his colleagues on the Com- 
monwealth Constitutional Com- 
mission were appointed nearly 
a year ago. They arrived in 
Malaya at the end of last May. 

Among their terms of ref- 
erence, the principal item was 
to make recommendations for 
a federal form of constitution 
for the whole country as a 
single, self-governing unit with- 
in the Commonwealth, based on 
parliamentary democracy with 
a bi-cameral legislature. 

Now that these recommenda- 
tions have been published, the 
first thing that strikes us is 
their conservative nature. By 
this, I mean that the commis- 
sion was clearly anxious to 
make no startling, immediate 
changes. They wanted to pre- 
serve the present structure as 
intact as possible. It is a trib- 
ute te the present Constitution 
that they considered this pos- 
sible with so great. a change 
pending as the introduction of 
independence within the Com- 
monwealth. 

It is proposed that the name, 
“Federation of Malaya,” Shall 
be preserved, and the federal 
principle is even extended. The 
successor to the British High 
Commissioner is to be one of 
the rulers of the Malayan 
States. He will take the title 
of “Supreme Head of the State,” 
and each ruler will be elected 


in turn to this high office. 


Then, again, the Senate—the 
most important — innovation— 
will be chosen on a federal 
basis. The majority of its mem- 
bers will be elected by the legis- 
lative assemblies, which will 
continue to govern the nine 
Malayan states and the two 
Settlements. The House of 
Representatives, of course, will 
be directly elected by the votes 
of the people of Malaya in the 
normal parliamentary manner. 
This House will, as in all such

Mostly on Ishibashi Cabinet 


In his postscript to the March 
Chuo Koron. the editor, Hojji 
Shimanaka, suggests that he 
would like to turn his monthly 
into a weekly. A monthly of the 
up-to-date, topical sort Japanese 
magazines try to be Can no 
longer keep up with the world. 

Although the change he pro- 
poses would make the job of the 
magazine reviewer quite impos- 
sible, there is much to be said 
for it. When, as with de-Stalin- 
ization, an important event 
comes at the right time of the 
month, the magazines can do it 
justice. 

But when, as with the Hun- 
garian revolution and the for- 
mation of the Ishibashi Cabinet, 
something happens a little after 
deadline, they must either turn 
out hasty extras or wait a month. 
The time has probably come for 
a Japanese New Republic or 
New Statesman and Nation, 

The March magazines devote 
a great deal of space to the Ishi- 
bashi Cabinet, and say little that 
is not already familiar to news- 
paper readers. ; 

In Sekai, Professor Takeo Su- 
zuki of Musashi University is 
contemptuous of Ishibashi finan- 
cial policies, The 1957 budget, 
which combines tax reductions 
with a “dynamic” new spending 
program, is dismissed as the re- 
sult of a windfall, “the greatest 
prosperity since the Emperor 
Jimmu.”

The Japan Mothers Congress 
was invited by the WIOF to 
send delegates also and select- 
ed Mrs. Kuboyama and Miss Iso- 
no for the mission October 
1956, 


Mrs. Kuboyama declined at 
first but agreed to go after re- 
peated persuasion by the con- 
gress. Meanwhile, the congress 
launched a campaign for rais- 
ing the ¥2,000,000 needed for 
the project with the coopera 
tion of the Japan Teachers 
Union, labor unions, student 
groups and women’s organiza- 
tions. 

Last November, the Japan 
Communist Party called on its 
members through its organ pa- 
per Akahata to lend active sup- 
port to the movement. Earlier, 
in July, 1956, the JCP noted the 
extensive aid and encourage- 
ment given by the WIDF.to the 
mothers campaign in Japan and 
said that the International 
Working Women’s Conference 
held in Budapest in June, the 
conferences of the women of 
Asia and Africa held in autumn 
under the auspices of the Ruma- 
nian chapter of the WIDF. and 
finally the mothers rally Of this 
year should give immense stim- 
ulation to women’s movements 
in Japan, 

Mrs..Kuboyama and Miss Iso- 
no were scheduled to appear be- 
fore the United Nations around 
the middle of January after the 
General Assembly session had 
cleared the Suez and East Eu- 
ropean issues, but they had to 
give up their plans because of 
visa trouble.

000 million to tax reduction and 
another ¥100 million to “dyna- 
mic” spending—and forgotten 
social services along the way.

Chuo Koron carries a special 
series on the new Government. 
The principal article, an’ unin- 
spired performance by Professor 
Hiromichi Fujiwara of Meiji 
University, touches upon every- 
thing from Ishibashi’s personal- 
ity to Pravda’s reaction, and the 
most interesting remarks are 
less about the Government than 
about the Socialist opposition. 

Unless the Socialists can find 
a better cause than opposition to 
‘constitutional revision and “Tre- 
action,” he feels, they are in 
danger -of having the conserva- 
tives steal their best slogans and 
of falling below the Diet 
strength that today gives them a 
veto on constitutional amend- 
ment. 


The main panel discussion in 
Chuo Koron does little to revive 
one’s confidence in the Social- 
ists. Two eminent Socialists, a 
labor leader, and a university 
professor talk about “How the 
Socialist Party is to Deal with 
the Ishibashi. Cabinet.” 


The discussion soon moves 
from the assigned topic to the 
question of whether the Social- 
ists should be a popular party 
or a Class party (a question that 
troubled them at their recent 
convention). After some haw- 
ing, one of the Socialists, Mitsu 
Kono, has the answer: the So- 
cialist Party is both a class party 
and a popular party, the latter 
by virtue of being the former. 
One wonders how the voters will 
= about this precarious solu- 
tion. ae 


The two Socialists do say a 
number of comforting things— 
that they do not mean to de- 
nounce the Security Treaty uni- 
laterally, that they mean to 
work through and not against 
the Diet, that they have few 
illusions about the post-Stalin 
thaw—but in the end one is left 
wondering whether they mean 
to deal with the Ishibashi Cabi- 
net at all. 

Much of the Chuo Koron se- 
ries is concerned with . Ishiba- 
shi’s economic policies, Uhei Ari- 
mura finds that the new govern- 
ment is looking out for big busi- 
ness only. The tax cut, he says, 
benefits only the wealthy, while 
the increase in spending means 
almost no increase in social serv- 
ices. He also finds that the new 
budget, “objectively viewed,” is 
“undeniably” inflationary. 

A few pages later we find 
Finance Minister Ikeda denying 
the undeniable. 
sound and by no means infia- 
tionary, he argues, and people 
who say it is are themselves 
encouraging inflation, 

To the layman, the argument 
soon becomes an it-is-it-isn’t af- 
fair that proves only how in- 
exact a “science” economics is. 
Depending on whether one is 
or is not in the Government, 
the same facts, viewed objec- 
tively, can lead undeniably to 
opposite conclusions. 

Whether or not his economics 
are sound, Ikeda gives evi- 
dence that he has not changed 
much since, as Prime-Minister 
Yoshida’s Finance Minister, he 
suggested that the people eat 
barley if they could not afford 
rice. He has never struck one 
as a very -‘arm man, and he 
still seems to think that even 
in over-populated Japan the 
poor are only the mumps and 
measles of the free-enterprise 
system. 

“For my part,” says Ikeda, 
“I am not anxious to embark 
on a relief program ot an al- 
lopathic nature. Of course 


such a program is to some ex-’ 


tent necessary, but I feel that 
the ideal of the welfare state is 
not that the state should look 
after as many individuais as 
possidle but rather that the 
state should establish an eco 
nomic environment to enable as 
many people as possible to live 
in security.” 

There is much to this; but 
when Ikeda says it we catch 
an echo of the philosophy that 
made Charles Wilson pro- 
claim the igterests of General 
Motors and the interests of the 
United States to be identical.
